Cruel Treatment of Proscribed Hebrews

PARIS, May 30.—A cable message has been 
received at the Haytien Legation here an- 
nouncing that a revolution has broke out at 
port-Au-Prince, Hayti. The dispatch adds 
thata state of siege has been proclaimed at 
Port-au-Prince. A French ironclad has been 
sent to the scene of the disturbance. 

This announcement has been looked for 
come time. It has been known here that Le- 
gitime’s agents atthe Haytien ca pital have 
been endeavoring to foment a revolution in 
the hope of regaining the reins of govern- 
ment. 

It is not believed, however, that the at- 
tempt to oust Hippolyte and install Legitime 
as President of the Black Republic will suc- 
ceed. Since the recent war the present ruler 
has popularized himself with the people, and 
a revolt, though at first iit may appear for- 
midable, will eventually be put down by the 
present Administration. 

In any event France will take care of the 
interests of her citizens on the island. To 
this end other war vessels will be dispatched 
to Port-au-Prince if the news of the revolt is 


confirmed. 


DRIVEN FROM HOME, 


INHUMAN TREATMENT OF THE PROSCEIBED 
JEWS IN RUSSIA. 

Lowpor, May 80.—A man named Rosebalt, 
one of the Russian Jews exiled from Moscow, 
tells a pitiful story. Two of his four children 
were taken from him on the ground that 
their names had not been fegistered and the 
other two succumbed to the privations of the 
journey to the Russian frontier. He claims 
to have relatives in the United States. Some 
of the refugees have their wrists and arms 
swollen, owing to the tightness with which 
they are fettered, when driven from Moscow. 
The kind treatment of the Relief Committee 
has revived thelr courage considerably. Some 
of the refugees speak in the fiercest terms of 
their Russian persecutors, and one lad in 
particular, attracted attention by his threats 
of personal violence upon the Czar. He was 
advised not to use such language. A corre- 
spondent says that noone seeing these peo- 
ple, can doubt that Russia has sown the seeds 
of future evil for the Romanoff dynasty. 

A Vienna dispatch says that the Russian 
authorities in Warsaw have begun a vexa- 
tious course toward the Jews, the police 
making Gomicillary visits and demanding to 
ree papers. The Jewish merchants have 
heen ordered tocomply with police regula- 
tions that have been dead letters,and that 
remain so as regards the Christians of the 
population. The Hebrews of Warsaw have 
been thrown into consternation by this pol- 
icy, as presaging greater evils. The trades 
and industries of the city are almost entirely 
in the hands of the Jews, who control both 
the higher and lower branches of commerce, 
and have a monopoly of the brokerage busi- 

ess, very few of the Jews being engaged in 
ordinary labor. 

A Hamburg dispatch says that word has 
been received in that city from a prominent 
manufacturer in New Jersey, America, that 
he can find employment for several hundred 
of the exiled Kussian Jews. The manufac- 
turer states in his message which ts addressed 
to a Jewish house in Hamburg that, owing to 
the American emigration law, he cannot 
engage these peopie in advance, but that he 
will give them work upon their arrival. 

The labor unians in London are much ex- 
cited over the prospect of the arrtvail of more 
Russian Jews,and there is reason to fear 
that, if the emigration is persisted in at its 
present rate, cbjection may take the form of 
violence.

TEXT OF THE BILL PROVIDING FOR A CESSATION 
OF SEAL FISHING. 

Lonpon, May 30.—The text of the Behring 
Sea bill introduced into the House of Com- 
mons yesterday by Mr. Wm. Henry Smith,the 
first Lord of the Treasury, isin substance as 
follows:

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Remorse Wrings a Terrible Confession 


From a Murderer. 


HAUNTED FOR LONG YEARS HE REVEALS 


The First Victim Poisoned and the Second 
Smothered—A Strange Story Told in 
the Presence of His Son—Mrs. Sheedy 
Set Free—Train Wreckers in Llinois— 
Other Crimes. 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., May 80.—A strange story 
came to light here yesterday. Justice of tife 
Peace W. A. Henry was sitting in his office 
when two men drove upin a cart and one of 
them, an old man of about & years, asked to 
see the Judge privately. He said his name 
was John Sewald and that he lived on a ranch 
a few miles from here near Sutterville. He said 
his conscience had been torturing him for the 
past two years and he had concluded to make 
a confession and take the consequences. 
Sewald was accompanied by his eldest son 
and, as the latter never heard of his father’s 
crimes, the old man requested him to hear 
the confession. 

Sewald then told him the story of how he 
had murdered two wives eleven years ago. 
He said he lived in Ohio with his wife Oath- 
érine and four children. Prior to that it had 
been a happy household, but his wife began 
to drink and it became impossible to live 
longer with her. He took two of the children 
and fied to Minnesota, locating at a piace 
called Anoka. A few months later his wife 
followed him and the unhappy life was re- 
sumed. Finally Sewald says he became so 
exasperated at her drunkenness he concluded 
to putanend to it. He purchased arsenic 
and put itin her whisky. She died in two 
days and he buried her without causing any 
suspicion. 

Three years later he moved with his chil- 
dren to Wayne, Neb., andafter living there 
some time married again. His second matri- 
monial venture, accordingto his story, was 
worse than the first and he had succeeded so 
well the first time in ridding himself of his 
wife that he tried it again. This time he 
smothered his wife with the bed clothes. The 
Coroner of Wayne investigated the case, but 
could get no evidence and Sewald escaped. 
He came to California and took up his resi- 
dence near here. 

Justice Henry believes that Sewald tells the 
truth. Others who have known him during 
his residence here say he is not insane, but 
has been morose over some great trouble. 
The matter was reported to Sheriff Stanley, 
who touk Sewald into custody at the latter’s 
own request until the matter could be inves- 
tigated. 


OMAHA’S SENSATIO‘. 


STARTLING REVELATIONS IN THE 
MEDICAL INSTITUTE CRIME. 


OMAHA, Neb., May 30.—The arrest of Presi- 
dent A. T. McLaughlin, Isaac Sinclair and J. 
H. Williams of the Omaha Medical Institute 
has produced a profound sensation. They 
are held without bail. The crime in which 
these men are supposed to be the main actors 
fs a terrible one. On Monday the body of a 
wealthy citizen of Stewart, Neb., was found 
buried in the paupers’ field, horritiy matil 
lated and naked. The man died in the insti- 
tute, and was known to have been wealthy. 
This aroused suspicion. Then the 
death of Miss Isabella Berer of 
Piattsmouth, Neb., was investigated. 
She had been at the institute, and 
died there. The investigation showed that 
her baby had been murdered and that she 
had been killed by a criminal operation. 

The detectives then wentto work and ar- 
rested the principals. When they were all 
locked up an employe of the institute led the 
officers through the building and showed 
them the body of a 6-weeks-old infant buried 
inthe yard. The invéstigation was iaid over

Wasnincton, D. C., May #0.—The financial 
question engaged the attention of the Presi- 
dent and his Cabinet at the meeting to-day. 
Something has to be done soon fin regard to 
the $52,000,000 worth of 4% per cent bonds, 
which mature Sept. 6. After examining the 
situation and condition of the Treasury it 
was decided unanimously that the ninety 
days’ call required by law for the redemption 
of these bonds be issued next Monday. This, 
however, does not mean that they will be 
Called in. Several Treasury officials, Secre- 
tary Foster included, it is understood, be- 
eve that the bonds could be extended at 1 
per cent and the redemption money held in 
the Treasury against any contingency that 
might arise. Thisschemeis based on the 
principle that where the money could 
be on go eye 1 per cent 
would @ trifling inte , - Lacey 
Comptroller of the oa is cer- 
tain that the nationai banks, which 
now hold between $25,000,000 and 
$26,000,000 of these bonds, will be will- 
ing to keepthem at 1 per cent. The legal 
question now arrises, does the issuing of the 
call for the bonds destroy the Government’s 
option upon them? This question will have 
to be settled before a fina! decision is reached 
in the matter of extending the bonds. 

At the meeting to-day President Harrison 
expressed a, desire that the bonds be re- 
deemed. He is anxious to continue the policy 
which has resulted in the cancelling of $%,- 
000,000 of the bonds. Mr. Foster urged his 
plan, and while there was a difference of 
Opinion betwéen him and the President, the 
oes will likely yield to the Secretary's judge 
ment. 

A decision as to the bond extension will not 
be reached for some time. Secretary Foster 
. will visit New York within the next few days 

and while there will confer with the leading 
Onanciers regarding the matter. 

The May debt statement, to be issued on 
Monday, willshow an apparent increase of 
$250,000 in the debt since the ist inst. This 
is due to the fact that the disbursements 
during the month were unusually large, leav- 
ing less money in the Treasury May 2 by 
about the amount stated availiable for the 
payment of the debt. The pension payments 
were $8 ,500,000, leaving $17,500,000 of such pay- 
ments for the present quarter to be met dur- 
ing the month of June.

THE GRAVE OF DANIEL WEBSTER. 


Lonely and Desolate Surroundings of the 
Great Man’s Resting Place. 
From the Boston Herald. 

Saturday the writer of this paragraph vis- 
ited Marshfield expressly to go to the grave 
of Webster and pay the respect to his politi- 
cal genius which is a rightful tribute to his 
memory. It is the central object in the an- 
client Marshfield burying ground, a lonely 
knoll, a mile from the sea, which is plainly 
visible, and impressive from its desola- 


tion and a certain melancholy grandeur that 
surrounds it. Webster, when living, was likea 
star that dwelt apart in its own light,and here 
his body rests ina characteristic separation 
from companionship with that of others. 
With few exceptions, the only monuments 
are the slate headstones of the first settlers 
of Marshfield. The Webster family are all 
gathered within this  inclosure—father, 
mother, sons, daughters and grandchildren. 
The whole story is told at agiance. It is 
here asit isat Monticello, the burial place 
of Jefferson, A great statesman has done 
his work and is B pennant to his fathers in 
the simplicity and severity which character- 
ize our republican life. Daniel Webster 
is the only name written on the sim- 
ple heedstone that marks the tomb 
of the man who is first in the ranks of 
our great statesmen, and all the surroundings 
of the place are in keeping with the character 
of Webster, and indicate toone whois fa- 
miliar with his mind and thought why he 
chose the sand dunes of Marshfield for his 
home and his sepuichre. The quiet of this 
little knoll, not more than halfan acre in ex- 
tent, is its greatcharm. It isaway from the 
mein road with the roar of the surfina 
storm joining inthe rush ofthe wind over 
the sand hills as a requiem, and the whole 
landscape impressing you witha sense of its 
dreary, solemn and severe character. It is 
just the spot which a man like Webster might 
have been expected to choose for his burial 
place, and its isolation and comparative ne- 
glect are typical ofthe extent to which Web- 
ster has passed from thé thought of his coun- 
trymen as an active elementin American

Statistics From the Great Marriage Bu- 
reau—American Participation. 

The Great Berlin Marriage Bureau, which 
has ramifications all over the world, has in 
the last eleven years received 19,959 proposi- 
tions from all civilized countries. In 12,706 
cases husbands were desired; in 7,253, wives; 
4,916 wotmen and 5,104 men communicated 
directly with the main office, the rest made 
known their wants through agencies. 

The youngest woman who asked for a man 
was 16 years and 4 months old; the eldest, 72. 
The corresponding ages of male applicants 
were 18 years and 6 months and 79. The av- 
erage age of the women was 26 years and 6 
months; of the men, 2 years and 6 months. 
Matches were brought about for 4,899 women

The Coroner Finds Morris Walsh’s Death 
Due to Criminal Carelessness. 


MEMBERS OF THE SAMUEL CUPPLES 
REAL ESTATE CO. CULPABLE. 


The Evidence Filed With the Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney, Who Will Con- 
sider Whether or Not He Should Issue 
Warrants—“Ten Cents” Clubs a Woman 
—General Police News. 


This afternoon the type-written transeript 
of the evidence submitted at the inquest in 
the case of Morris Walsh was taken by Deputy 
Coroner Meade to the office of Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Estep and submitted 
for consideration. It is now within the dis- 
cretion of the latter official as to whether or 
not criminal action shall be brought against 
the members of Samuel C. Cupples Real Es- 
tate Co. 

Morris Walsh wasa porter in the employ 
of the Goddard-Peck Grocery Co., which 
occupied one of the stores in the 
new Cuppiles building on Seventh near 
Poplar street. About 11:30 o’clock on the 
yoorning of May 14 he was at work on the 
third floor of the building, engaged in load- 
ing sacks of coffee on the freight elevator 
and sending the load to the floor below. Two 
other employes would unload the trucks and 
start the elevator up again. No one would 
be on board, the men being com- 
pelled to stop the cage as it 
passed their floor. At the time of 
the accident Walsh attempted to stop the 
caras usual. Hishand was caught in the 
ropes and he was drawn upward. His body 
was crushed between the floor of the cage 
and the side ofthe shaft and on being re- 
leased, when the fourth floor was reached, 
dropped to the basement, almost seventy 
feet below. Death was instantaneous, the 
remains being most horribly mangied. 

EVIDENCE OF CRIMINAL CARELESSNESS. 

Evidence of criminal carelessness was sub- 
mitted at the Coroner’s inquest held the 
following day. Several of the employes of 
the Goddard-Peck Grocery Co. swore that the 
elevator was generally considered unsafe, its 
condition being a subject of considerable 
comment on the part of the men 
who were compelled to work upon 
it. It was established that the 
machinery being new worked hard, a pull of 
between fifty and sixty pounds being required 
to operate the ropes which controlied the 
gearing. The pull, too, had to be exerted 
witb the arm at right angies with the body, 
a pull from straight above being ren- 
dered im possibie by the presence 
of a wooden gate four feet 
high, which guarded the approach to the 
shaft. Several of the other employes tes- 
tified that their arms had been badly bruised 
by striking against the gate. These men had 
been enabled to release their hold on the rope 
before being drawn, as was Walsh, into the 
space between the cage andthe side of the 
shaft. That a human body can pass 
through this space was another evidence 
of faulty construction. The verdict returned 
at that time was not of an incriminating 
nature, Mr. Meade desiring time in which to 
thoroughly satisfy himseif as to the condition 
of affairs.

As is usually the case, thie malversation 
of the City Treasurer was encouraged and 
made possible by the consent and conniv- 
ance of other public officers. The laws of 
Pennsylvania require the City Treasurer 
to make settlement with the State 
Treasurer every three months, and 
as much oftener as the State Treasurer May 
demand such settlement. When the City 
Treasurer fails to make a quarterly settle- 
ment it is made the duty of the Auditor- 
General to proceed at once against him and 
his sureties. But as if a ring arrangement |

OAR SERVICE ASSOCIATION. 


A New Organization Designed to Remedy 
Many Evils. 

New YORK, May 30.—What will probably be 
the most important organization of 
the Kind in this country will go into 
peration to-morrow at. midnight. 
It is the New York & New Jersey Oar 
Service Association, of which the following 
companies are members: D., L. & W.; Pa., 
L. W.;P.8.6.;N.Y.0. 4 8. Bij B. Y., 8. 
&W.;N.Y.&G. L.;N. Y.,L. E. &@W.; N.Y. 
&L. B.; N. Y¥., Ontario & Western; West 
Shore, Baltimore & Ohio, Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, Staten Island Rapid Transit, Le- 
high & Hudson River and Poughkeepsie & 
Boston, 

It will be seen that the list comprises all 
the principal railroads leading into New 
York and Jersey City from the west side of 
North River. Itis calculated that the new 
association will remedy many of the evils 
incident to delay in loading aad unload- 
ing Of cars in the neighborhood of New 
York, in the transfer of cars from one road to 
another by float, and in the general transit 
of through cars that are hot expected to stop 
at this terminus. The delay in unloading the‘ 
cars is the worst evil. Many consignors seem 
to think that they havea right to use a car 
for days or weeks for storage purposes, to 
suit their own ends, simply because it is not 
convenient to cart their goods away or be- 
cause they doa big business with a railroad. 
Some of them have an understanding with 
the companies by which they are allowed the 
use of cars as a sort ofrebate. S¢veral like 
organizations in other parts of the country 
have done the work in reducing such evils to 
a minimum and in restoring rolling stock to 
its owners at the earliest practicable date. 
Nowhere is such a reform more needed, ac- 
cording to car accountants, than in the vicin- 
ity of New York. It has been the rule for cars 
to lie idle an average of a week or more bDe- 
tween two successive shipments. The new 
association will reduce this toan average of 
less than three days, and probably the delay 
will be only a fraction over two days, when 
Manager F. Morse of the Car Service Associa- 
tion begins to enforce the rules, 


NASHVILLE, CHATTANOOGA & 8T. LOUIS. 

New YorKE, May 30.—Ata recent meeting of 
representatives of the Louisville & Nashville 
of the minority stockholders of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga & &t. Louis it was virtually 
agreed that an increase should be made in the 
capital stock of the lattercompany. The in- 
crease is to be nearly equal to 30 per cent, the 
plan being to raise the capital of the Nashville 
& Ohattanooga from $6,668,612 to $10,000,000. 
The new stock will be offered for subscription 
to the stockholders at about 50. It is intended 
to cover the improvements which have been 
made inthe property out of earnings that 
otherwise would have gone to stockholders, 
besides providing fresh funds for the future 
development of the road. Rumors of the 
contemplated action have sharply advanced 
the price of the stock. A majority of the 
capital stock of the Nashville, Chattanooga & 
St. Louis is owned by the Louisville & Nash- 
ville, and the latter company will be bene- 
fited by the new issue to the extent of its 
holdings.

ORATION BY JOHN 5. WISE AT THE TOMB 
OF GRANT. 
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President Harrison at Philadelphia~Un- 
veiling the Monument to Andrews’ 
Heroes at Chattanooga — Vico-Presi- 
dent Morton’s Address at Rhinebeok— 
At the National Cemeteries. 


New York, May 9%.—Decoration Day 
dawned gloomily with an overcast sky and @ 
drizzling rain. At8 o’clock the rain ceased, 
but the clouds remained and the streets were 
wetand muddy. Despite the unfavorable 
weather the veterans turned out en masse for 
the great parads. The sidewalks were 
thronged with spectators of the pro- 
cession and with people hurrying 
to the various places where athletic sports 
could be witnessed. Business was 
entirely suspended. One of the points of in- 
terest to the people was Gen. Grant’s tomb 
in Riverside Park, and a large number went 
there to witness the very impressive cere- 
monies. Every military organization of any 
standing participated in the parade and 
ceremonies of the day. The column was 
swelled by a contingent of regulars and ma- 
rines from the United States warships and 
marine barracks. There were no regular 
regimental bands in line, owing to the de- 
mand on the part of the Musical Union for an 
imcrease from $6 to $8 per day for the services 
of each musician. The demand was refused 
and only drums and fifes employed. The G, 
A. R. posts, however, engaged many bands 
at the figures demanded. 

The parade was reviewed at the Central 
Park plaza by Mayor Grant and other prom- 
inent officials: After the parade was dis- 
missed the U. 8. Grant Post proceeded to 
Riverside Park and held impressive cere- 
monies at the tomb, where Hon. John 8, 
se of Virginia delivered an eloquent ora- 
tion,

G@ THR MORUMENT AT THE NATIONAL 
CEMETERY IN CHATTANOOGA. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., 
tribute to the Andrews raiders, provided for 
py the General Assembly of the State, was un- 
veiled in the National Cemetery at this ce 
this afternoon. Judge Thaddeus A. M . 
President of the Ohio Andrew’s : 
Monument Commission, spoke briefly, after 
after which ex-Gov. Foraker was presented 
and delivered the principal address. At the 
close of his speech the monument was un- 
veiled by an 86-year-old boy, Marion L. Ross 
of Christiansburg, O., nephew of Marion A. 
Ross, one of the executed andonly male 
survivor of the Ross family. A number ot 
minor addresses followed this ceremony. 

What is known as the Andrews raid oc- 
curred in April, 1862. The leader, James J. 
Andrews, Was a Union spy. He made two 
attempts with small bands of Ohlo soidiers in 
1862, to make his way secretly to Atlanta, 
Ga., and capture a locomotive on the West- 
ern & Atlanta Railroad, on which he and his 
companions proposed to ride over the road 
to Chattanooga, burning the bridges after 
them. Both failed. It was in the second at- 
tempt that he and seven of his men lost their 
lives. In commemoration of their heroic en- 
deavor and tragic failure in that second at- 
tempt the Ohio people to-day dedicated a 
monument here. He and his men captured a 
locomotive and three freight cars in 
the second raid at Big Shanty, Ga., 
but after a thrilling run and hot 
pursuit of ninety-two miles the raiders aban- 
doned the engine and took to the woods, to 
be all captured within the next two or three 
days. There were twenty-two men in the 
party. Eight were executed, eight escaped 
and six were exchanged. The men executed 
were: James J. Andrews, Flemingsburg, Ky. ; 
Marion A. Ross, George D. Wilson and Perry 
D. Shadrock of the Second Ohio Infantry; J. 
M. Scott of the Twenty-first; Samuel Slavens 
and Samuel Robertson of the Thirty-third, 
and William H. Campbell of Salineville, O. 
They all understood the nature of the service 
which they undertook and the risks they ran. 
The base of the monument unveiled to-day 
is of granite and is surmounted by a bronze 
locomotive.

Goff, it will be 
remembered by the business world, is a man 
with a remarkablerecord. He first came into 
prominence about thirty years ago, appear- 
ing in Montreal as the agent of the 
Agricultural Insurance Co. of Watertown, 
N. Y. Twoorthree yearsafterwards he or- 
ganized the Canadian Agricultural Insurance 
Co., with a capital of $1,000,000. This 
company went to pieces with great loss to the 
stockholders. Duringthe same time he had 
various other schemes in hand, among them 
the Wingate Chemical Co., International Ex- 
press Co., the National Insurance Co. and 
many others. They all failed. His latest 
scheme was the American Export & . Trad- 
ing Co., for which he procured a charter in 
Coiorado. The capital was $600,000. The 
company was organized and equipped for 
doing a general and commercial business 
throughout all the South and Central Amer- 
ican Republics. It was said a private treaty 
had been made with Ecuador, the terms of 
which awarded to the company a monopoly 
ofall the trade that passed through Ecuador’s 
custom-houses. The death of Goff, however, 
cut the company adrift, asthe treasurer had 
no money to pay rent or salaries. The debts 
of the concern, in addition to the interest of 
stockholders, are probably not more than 
$2,500,000,

BRECKINRIDGE MEMORIAL MEETING 
HELD BY THE ST. LOUIS BAR. 


Eulogies by James O. Broadhead, John C. 
Orrick and Charles Claflin Allen—Com- 
mittee Appointed to Attend the Obse- 
quies—Funeral Arrangements. 


A meeting of the St. Louis bar to. take 
action on the death of Judge Samuel M. 
Breckenridge was held in Judge Dillon’s 
court-room at th®@Court-house this forenoon, 
and it was attended by as many attorneys as 
could find seats in the court-room. In fact 
it was the largest meeting of the kind ever 
held in St. Louis. 

On motion of Jndge Adams, Col. Jas. 0. 
Broadhead was made Chairman and Mr. 


James L. Blair Secretary of the meeting. On |qvas 


taking the chair Col. Broadhead said: 
“x am giad to see sO many 
members of the bar present on this 
occasion. As often’ this court room has 
echoed with the voices of ‘mourning for de- 
ceased members of ous_profession, there 
have been but few occasions within my mem. 
ory so full of import as the present one. The 
death of Judge . Breckenridge has been 
sounded a hak ut the nation. He 
hadi just been Addréssing a very noted as- 
sembiy. The mem of that assembly had 
listened, as I infermed, with earnestness 
and strict attenfion f0 his eloquence, which 
we all know was of'tio mean order, The as- 
sembly was composem of some of the ablest 
and most enh a@ Christians ever assem- 
bled in this country. . His death was historic 
and tragic inthe highest degree. It is ap- 
pointed unto allof us to die, but neither he 
nor his friends could have selected a more 
opportune occasion for his death. I knew him 
for more than forty years and our friendship 
was more than ordmary. I practiced with 
him at the bar and before the bench and met 
him frequently om social occasions. I was 
with him in the convention of 1861 and for 
three years during one of the most eventful 
periods of the history of Missouri, andI can 
truly say that he had as little malice and un- 
charitableness in his disposition as any man 
Ihave ever known. Yet he was firm in his 
convictions and strong inthe mastery of the 
subjects submitted to his consideration. He 
occupied an eminent position at the bar, and 
was worthy of the highest honor.’’ 
MEMORIAL COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Truman A. Post, Judge R. E. Rom- 
bauer, Judge E. B. Adams, and Messrs. Jas. 
Taussig, M. L. Gray, Henry Kent and John 
C. Orrick were then appointed to draw upa 
memorial address on the death of Judge 
Breckenridge. The committee retired for a 
few minutes, and presented an address re- 
viewing the life of the deceased in brief and 
payinga hightributeto-him as a man, a 
lawyer, an orator and a Christian. 

MR. ORRICK’S| REMARKS. 

Mr. John ©. Orrick mn made a few re- 
marks. He had known Judge Breckenridge 
for more than thirty years, he said, and he 
had known him well, He loved him dearly 
and held him in the highest respect. But a 
few days ago the deceased was in St. Louis 
and seemingly in the best of health, and his 
death was an illustration of how thin the 
partition was between life and death. He 
was a lawyer of acknowledged ability. The 
speaker’s attention was first attracted to him 
ina noted campaign before the war when 
Judge Breckenridge was running for Con- 
gress and he then showed himself to be an 
orator and a debater of great ability. 

M. Orrick continued for some time, speak- 
ing feelingly of the deceased, and was fol- 
lowed by Mr. John D. Davis, who paid a very 
warm tribute to. Judge Breckenridge, whom 
he had known intimately for nearly nineteen 
years or since the speaker came from Prince- 
ton, the college from which the Judge had 
graduated many years before. 

CHARLES CLAFLIN ALLEN’S TRIBUTE. 

Mr. Charles Olafiin Allen said that it was 
nearly eight years since he had addressed a 
meeting like this and he had not come to-day 
to delivera prepared speech. He could not 
refrain from saying a few words, for he could 
never forget Judge Breckenridge. He had 
been his preceptor in religion and morals 
and his example asan upright Christian.

‘*Did that lead to the request for Mr. 
ner’s resignation?’’ 

‘‘Mr. Egner’s resignation was asked for 
purely on economical! ground. When 
Mr. McMillin took charge of the 
company, being a practical gas en- 
gineer, he intended to iook after 
that department himself, but be didn’t have 
time todoit. Mr. Egnmer’s resignation was 
requested, so that when the new President 
comes in, if he is a practical engineer, he can 
look after that department and save one 
salary. Thatisallthere isinit. Mr. Egner 
is a thoroughly competent gas engineer, and 
he has been most faithful to the company. 
He will remain with us tf he choses to do so 
as superintendent.’ 

**How about Mr. Chollar?’’ 

The report that he was asked to resign is 
not true. He is permanentiy in his position. 
The reports have all started from 4a little 
truth, but they are all exaggerated.’’

TO ARM THEIEZ MEN. 


Tinners and Cornice Bosses Take Precau- 
tions Against Strikers. 

The employing timners and cornice men 
held an important meeting at the Mechanics’ 
Exchange last hight and decided upon a 
course with regard tothe striking employes 
which may lead toa serious if not a bloody 
conflict. Their men have been assaulted by 
the strikers on various occasions, and some 
of them badly Deaten. The insufficient police 
protection has enabied the strikers to do as 
they pleased,and several workmen have been 
set upon and more or less seriously injured. 
The bosses come to the conclusion that as 
the city did not furnish police protection they 
would have to protect themselves and they 
decided to arm themselves and their men 
and repulse all attacks with Duliets. 

About two hundred tinners and cornice 
men belonging to the union struck an the ist 
of May, demanding that none but union men 
be employed in the shops and that the union 
should be permitted to regulate apprentice- 
ships. The Tinners’ Unionis not associated 
with the other unions and it has therefore 
recaived assistance from no other source 
than its own treasury, which is now 
nearly exhausted. Non-union men have 
been coming in bere in bundreds from COin- 
cinnati and Chicago, filling upall the places 
and working under con@ttions which were 


| satisfactory to them. The strikers, with a 


remnant of a treasury ieft, have seen them- 
selves practically frozen out by men who 
have recently come to the city and they have 
grown desperate. Several assaults have 
been committed and ope man narrowly es- 
caped with his life. One man named 
Schaefer was beaten up while at work on 
South Broadway, and an employe of the Sey- 
mour Schultz Cornice Co. was attacked. at 
Jefferson avenue and Market street. But the 
most serious affray occurred last Monday 
night at Nineteenth and Wright streets.

Coney Island sporting society fis at logger- 
heads over Jim Daly on the one hand and 
Franklin Paddy Slavin and Chawiey Mitchell 
on the other, says a New York exchange. 
Daly is the heavy-weight scrapper, whois 
matched to punch Jim Kelly of Port Rich- 
mond, Pa., before the Granite Athletic Asso- 
ciation in Hoboken, the week following the 
Slavin-Kilrain battle, and is in training at 
Mrs. Kate Leary’s summer hotel. Mrs.Leary 
isthe widow of ‘‘Red’’ Leary, who some 
Slavin, 
as most people already know, Is also in train- 
ing on the island, with headquarters at Mrs. 
Billy O’Brien’s road cottage on the Boule- 
vard. Chawley Mitchell is keeping him 
company and acting as his press agent. 

When active preparations were going on 
for Slavin’s benefit in Madison Square Gar- 
den and handsome Billy Madden, late man- 
ager for the Slavin-Mitchell-Moore aggrega- 
tion of transatlantic artists, was hustling for 
a ‘‘good ’un’’ to goup against Paddy, atten- 
tion was attracted to Daly. Madden made 
overtures to the Philadelphian, who, though 
not in good health, agreed after much per- 
suasion to show with the antipodean, the 
understanding being that the exhibition was 
to be an exhibition pure and simple, and that 
would try to best the other. 
Daly, as it is declared, got up out 
of a sick-bed to keep the appointment 
and boxed three rounds with Paddy, who 
gave hima pretty hard handling. This was 
strictly against the agreement, and Daly 
soured on Paddy in the second round. Inthe 
wind-up Daly planted his right bunch of 
fives squarely on Slavin’s mouth and drew 
blood, a fact which is not generally known.

‘*Daly never cottoned to Charley worth a 
cent,’’ said Jack Gallagher, his trainer, to 
attentive listeners in Arthur Lumley’s office 
yesterday, ‘‘and when Charley told him he 
was no good with Slavin he was into it with 
the stuck-up Englishman. So, ye see, they 
got out right then and there.’’ 

Both Daly and Slavin have been in training 
now a little over a week, and although they 
see each other every day they never speak, 
and Charley Mitchell never gets in Daly’s 
way when the latterisoutfor a spin. The 
Coney Islanders have taken sides in the mat- 
ter, and ill-feelingruns high. The biggest 
crowd is with Daly ,and yesterday he charmed 
his admirers by openly stating that he would 
go up against Mitchell after his fight with 
Kelly, and that he didgt care a bright new 
penny whether it was*a rough-and-tumble, 
Marquis of Queensverry, London prize ring 
or any other kind of contest, so long as he 
got a chance at him. | 

The sporting fraternity on the island was 
delighted with this ‘‘defl,’’ and one of Daly’s 
admirers treated the crowd to a roundof 

r decorated with a muscular froth. Sey- 
eral minor fights have occurred between the 
followers of the two parties, but as yet noth- 
ing serious has resulted. 

Trouble is feared, however, and late yes- 
terday it was rumored that Chief McKane had 
ordered two special policemen to keep watch 
over the two factions and prevent any out- 
break if possible. The two widows have 
taken up the fight, and if they meet a hair- 
pulling match is likely to result.

The City Asked to Confess Judgment in 
the Schweickhardt Case. 


PETITIONS FROM PROMINENT CITIZENS 
TO THE MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY.

Reason Given Why the License Should 
Be Revoked—What It Might Lead to in 
Time—Names Signed to the Petitions— 
Improbability ofthe City Acceding to 
the Request. 


A very large number of the citizens of St. 
Louls are expressing their approval of an 
action taken by Mr, Charles Gibson and the 
law firm of Gibson, Bond & Gibson in their 
action against leasing the Forest Park privi- 
leges toCharles Schweickhardt. The city has 
passed an ordinance leasing to Schweickhardt 
the restaurant in Forest Park and along with 
it the privilege of selling liquor within the 
park boundaries, Mr. Gibson has taken the 
stand that this lease is illegal from several 
well-established standpoints, and proposes to 
fight the case tothe bitterend. Last night 
petitions were filed in the Council which bore 
the following request:

The undersigned tfully represent to your 
honorable body. that they are eitisens of St. Louis, 
and as such citizeng they pray you to pass a resolu- 
tion instructing the City Gounselor to enter 4 piea in 
the St. Louis Circuit Court in the case of Charles Gib- 
son vs. Charles Schweickhardt and the city, confess- 
ing judgment against the city. 

hat case involves the sole question whether the 
ordinance granting to Mr. Schweickhardt the monop- 
oly of the sale of ilenoe and refreshments in Forest 
Park for the long term of te:

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


Retail Prices of Sundry’ Things That Cheer 
the Inner Man. 


There has been a good run of trade this week 
at Union Market. Strawberries are grow- 
ing more plentiful, but sell at last week’s 
prices—5 to.15 cents per quart, with very 
trashy and unpicked at the first price. Eggs 
are a little stronger in price. New cherries 
and blackberries come in slowly. The only 
new vegetable on the market this week is 
egg plant, Southern grown, which seil at 
from 20 to 25 cents each, according to size. 

Vegetables—New vegetables continue to 
come in and prices are without 
much change. Green peas are 6c per 
quart cheaper than last week and sell for 
10c. Home-grown cucumbers are scarce and 
sell at 15c apiece, while Southern grown sell 
at two for Ic. Green onions sell at four for 
5c; string beans, 15c per quart; radishes, four 
bunches for 5c; home-grown beets, 10c per 
bunch ; old potatoes, 40c per peck ; old onions, 
7c per peck; new Bermuda onions, $1 per 
peck; asparagus is selling cheaper, 
Sc per bunch, three for 1c; tur- 
nips, 1iSc a peck; rutabagas, 25c a peck; 
parsnips, 2c a peck; oyster plant, three 
bunches for 10c; watercress, 5c @ bunch; 
hubbard squash, l6c to 25c; parsley, 2c @ 
dozen; spinach, 10c a peck; caulifiower, 10c 
to 2c each; horse radish, grated, 10c a bot- 
tle; cucumbers, 12%c; radishes, 10c to lica 
punch; Bermuda tomatoes, 50c to $1 per 
dozen; aspara , fine large bunches, 20c 
each; rhubarb, 10c a bunch; suspense BQearD 
10c apiece or three for 26c; morrells, a 
quart; cabbage, 10@25ca head; lettuce, two 
and three head, 5c;new turnips, three fora 
dime ; home-grown beets, two bunches for 5c.
